Some of 
the People are for Peace Abroad, and War at Home, 
and more intent wron their Party-Quarrels, than 
the Affairs of the Publick; fo that for any Thing 
T can fee, Whig and Tory is like to be as fatal a 
Diftinetion among, us, as Guelphs and G bilins was 
formerly to the Germans and Iralians; for Names 
are more minded, than Tiings; fo that Faétion 
hes ee tthe Afcendant of Truthand Honefty. Then 
as to the publick News, wearetold, thatthe French 
King thinks tie Propofals of the Allics too hard ; 
and tlercfore is not like to comply with them. 
However, they fay, he has'fent his laft Anfwer to 
the Hegue by the Prefident Rumille’s Secretary, and 
that Dcputies from the Statcs of Holland have had 
a Couterence with the Duke of AZarlboroagh upon 
the Subjcet. 

Olf. Very well, Roger. But what does the pub- 
lick News fay, as to the State of the French King's 
Affairs ? How gocs it in France as to Moncy and 
Provitions ? 

Comtry-m. Very bad for Lewis the XTVth, Ma- 
flier; if we may believe the repeated Advices that 
come over in foreign Prints and Jetters, his Coun- 
try is full of Tumults for Want of Bread; fo that 
in fome Places the People have broke up his Maga- 
zines, and intercepted his Veflels with Corn and 
Provitions, and his Bankers are turn’d Bankrupt ; 
but he takes Care to keep his Commiil!ions for en- 
quiring ito Bankruptcies out of his Gazette 3 hie 
docs not tufler his Gazetteer to difcover the Naked- 
nefs of his Country, for the Lucre of Advertife- 
Dents. 

OL. Where there’s fo much Sinozk, there's al- 
ways fome Fire, Ruger.

Propegation, ‘nd debauch thar Morals, and make
